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The Builders’ Hardware Man 


T HE ability to read plans and details and to 
correctly specify the locks and hardware mark 
the difference between the hardware clerk and 
the builders' hardware man — the general salesman 
and the specialized trained expert. To become a 
builders' hardware man requires simply patience, 
perseverance, a willingness to work steadily at a 
problem until it is unravelled, a fair amount of in¬ 
telligence. The ability to read plans and details is 
a matter of practice. The selection of the proper 
trim depends upon a thorough knowledge of the 
goods, what they will do, how they will fit into the 
detail, and how they will look in use. 

A good builders' hardware man renders valuable 
service to the owner, the architect, and the con¬ 
tractor. The owner usually knows little about the 
various styles and types of fittings for his new build¬ 
ing, and needs guidance in the selection in order to 
have locks properly functioned and trim in good 
taste and harmony. He can be shown where a little 
additional expenditure will enhance the effect and 
where economies can be effected. The architect is 
usually very willing to use for the benefit of his 
client the intimate knowledge which the builders' 
hardware man has, as a specialist in his line; and the contractor finds him invaluable. His rela¬ 
tions with the people he serves is that of a friendly advisor and consultant in the matters which 
concern the hardware equipment. 

To be a Corbin hardware man is to have a profession, and the rewards make the effort well worth 
while. A study of the catalogue, with the goods in hand for comparison is the natural first step, 
followed by putting into practice in everyday work the knowledge gained. Each time an appli¬ 
cation problem is solved additional information is derived. Then, when with practice the reading of 
plans and writing of specifications are mastered, the balance to be learned comes naturally as a part 
of the day's work. 

Builders' hardware is in many respects a technical product, requiring special knowledge in order that it 
may be correctly selected and applied. The refinements in functions of locks alone which have been made 
in recent years to meet the conditions of life in modern buildings have done much to heighten the necessity 
of a special training of the men who sell them. In buildings of 
every type except the most modest residence this question of 
lock function has become of importance, and in buildings of all 
types the selection of the proper design and finish requires more 
serious consideration as people grow conscious of the difference 
in the appearance of hardware and the advantages of having 
it correct in detail and harmonious in effect. 

All this serves to enhance the importance of the builders' 
hardware man and to give him a distinct place and field in 
which to work. There will be a need for his services as long as 
the country continues to grow. More buildings are always 
required, and old structures are continually being razed and 
replaced with better ones. The builders' hardware man will 
always find ample scope for the use of his knowledge and ex¬ 
perience and will be a real influence for good in the community 
in which he lives.

THE DISPLAY OF CORBIN SAMPLES 

W E illustrate the standard types of sample mounts which 
have been found most suitable for general purposes, 
and have given them numbers for convenience in ordering. 
It L suggested that so far as possible these be used as catalogued. 
We can vary the size of the easels and can make special mounts, 
but only at additional cost. The three standard easels are so 
made that the boards stand at a uniform angle with the base 
when placed beside one another. 

The sample boards are A inches thick, made of laminated 
wood which will not warp or bend, and covered with fine hard¬ 
wood veneer. They are regularly made in any of the following 
finishes:

METHODS OF MOUNTING 









The knobs are attached to the spindle by screws which 
pass through the knob shanks and are screwed into the 
spindle, the knobs being drawn tight against the spindle. 
There are three holes in each end of the spindle, giving 
a range of adjustment of one inch.' Washers introduced 
under the ends of the knob shanks eliminate end play. 

Can be used on all knobs, with exceptions noted on knob 
pages. 



GLASS KNOB TYPE 

Both knobs are screwed onto the spindle to the proper 
point to prevent looseness and retain free action.

PARTS OF A CORBIN MASTER-KEYED CYLINDER 


The pin-tumbler cylinder has done more to make security available to everyone who desires it 
than any other development in the locksmith's art. Its mechanism is superior to any other in general use 
in the protection it affords, and its form permits its adaptation for all the types of locks with which keys 
are used. There are few key rings upon which keys to cylinder locks are not found. 


Figure 1 shows the face of a Corbin cylinder used with mortise 
door locks. The cylinder is embedded in the door, the face only being 
visible, and the key-hole forming the only point of attack. The key¬ 
way is of an irregular contour, the projections extending to the center 
of the slot. The plug which contains the key-way is cut from a solid 
bar, the irregular contour extending through its entire length, requiring 
a key that will fit with exactness. The interlocking of the key with the 
channel cut in the plug prevents any tilting or up-and-down motion of 
the key. The highest degree of accuracy in form and fit is necessary, and 
nothing but a Corbin key can be made to operate a Corbin cylinder. 



Figure 2, is a sectional view of a cylinder used with Corbin rim 
night latches. This also is embedded in the door, the front alone being 
visible. The spring pressed pins firmly bolt the plug to the shells. 
To operate, a key must be used which will raise the pins to a point 
where the divisions coincide with the surface of the plug, permitting 
the key to rotate it. A very slight variation on any one of the five 
pins will prevent the key from turning the plug. It is easy to un¬ 
derstand how such nicety will prevent the operation of the lock 
except by the key to which it is made.

Figure 3 shows the same cylinder with the key inserted, raising the pins and releasing the nW 
permitting the cylinder to operate the lock. Each one of the five pins can be made in several different 
lengths, so that it is easy to understand the large num¬ 
ber of key-changes, each distinct and different from any 
other, that can be provided. 

The balls eliminate friction and wear at the point 
where the key enters. The first two pins are balanced 
directly upon balls, and when the key is inserted, the 
balls roll in their place and impart a directly upward 
movement to the pins. There is almost no resistance 
when a key is inserted or withdrawn. The use of the 
balls is a Corbin invention and places the cylinders in 
a class by themselves.

This chart explains the key combinations for locks supplied by us for a group of hospital buildings, 
and illustrates the accurate classification, the large number of segregated groups, and the ease of adapta¬ 
tion of our master-keyed pin-tumbler cylinder lock for complicated installations. Even this intricate 
lay-out could have been extended without duplication or affecting the security. The regular Corbin 
master-keyed cylinder, with one key way for all keys, is used. 

The Service Keys are indicated by the small circles. There are (1) single and (2) sets alike, but 
each single key or set is different from all others. 

The Master Keys indicated by larger circles give admission to each of the different groups of 
buildings and to no others. 

The Two Grand Master Keys enable the chiefs of the Medical and Business Corps to enter any 
door under their jurisdiction and no others. 

The Great Grand Master Key enables the head of the institution to enter any door at will. 

Any Key in the entire system can be fitted as a service key to a desk, a wardrobe, or a padlock. 
The service key to the janitors' quarters can be made to pass the janitors' closets in all buildings; 
the plumbers’ key can be fitted to the shut-off cabinets as well as their apartments; the housekeepers' 
room key can be made the same as that for the supply cupboard. The number of combinations is 
practically endless. 

The Special Keys are not master keyed. They fit lockers, fire boxes, etc., where individual service 
alone is desired.

The Method of Attaching is one of the most evident of the advantages obtained through the form of 
the Unit lock. There is no mortise made in the door, but a piece is cut out of the edge of the door 
of the exact size of the lock case. This is accomplished in a very few minutes with an ordinary saw 
and chisel, and does not require especial skill. An ordinary workman can attach a Unit lock to the 
finest veneered door without danger of injuring the surface. After the cut is made, the lock set 
is slipped into place just as it comes from the box without detaching the knobs and escutcheons, or 
changing any of the adjustments. The adjusting screw is then tightened, bringing the escutcheons in 
close contact with the sides of the door, and the escutcheons are screwed to the door. The lock is 
always true and straight with the door and presents a finished appearance. The knobs are also in proper 
relation to the lock as the bearings into which the knob shanks fit are a part of the heavy cast bronze 
frame, and project through the sides of the door, to the knobs, the shanks having but four one-thou¬ 
sandths of an inch of play. 

The Strike is a heavy bronze casting, with a protecting flange against which the inner edge of the 
lock rests. The box or recess made to receive the latch bolt is accurately spaced and fits it snugly, hold¬ 
ing the door closely against the stop. The strike is of the protected type, making it impossible to force 
back the latch bolt from the outside when the door is closed.

This device is made for use in steel doors leading to stairways and elevator enclosures, and was designed to furnish 
protection in case of fires by preventing warping from heat, which might cause the door to open. The three bolts are 
distributed at intervals along the front edge of the door and are supplemented by three steel studs which the door man¬ 
ufacturers supply and attach to the jamb and which enter sockets in the rear edge of the door. This gives six points at 
which the door is securely bolted to the frame. The interval between these points, and the facts that the bolts and studs 
extend for % inch from the jamb, effectually prevent any possibility of the door becoming unfastened by warping through 
heat. The device has been examined and tested under the requirements of the National Board of Fire Underwriters by 
the Underwriters’ Laboratories, and is included in the Underwriter’s list of mechanical appliances. 

All parts are mounted upon a steel unit plate and adjusted for use, and before shipment each lock is examined and 
labeled under the direction of the Underwriters’ Laboratories. In applying, the device is slipped into the hollow stile of 
the door, and attached by eight machine screws in the edge of the door. The front of the lock, the three bolt heads and 
the trip are the only parts visible.
